Now that it may appear, that. our ſud- 
den loſs of ſo Excellent' a Queen, in the 
prime of Her years, and in the full bright- 
neſs of Her Vertues, may. very well be 
compard to the Sun's going down at 
Noon , or to the Earth's being Darkzed

This made all Her Carriage Oracious 
Her Tnrentions moſt Sincere, Her Converfa- - 
tron moſt Lovely : All who ſaw Her ar a - 
Diſtance read Kindneſs m Her Looks, and - 
af who attended on Her, ford its Real 
effects. %e had all that Majeſty, windy 
was needful, Temper'd with that Mildnels, 
which made it more Becoming : She knew - 


not how to. maintain a ſullen Grantlenr-+> 


mong. thoſe whom-She ever eſteem'd more -: 


Her Friends , than Her SubjeQs; and they 


who-cenſur'd Her as too Familiar in Her:Con- - 


werſation for a Queen, may well 1p ardon Her | 
er, that it 
all Her ſweet Behawiour, She endeavor'd tO » 


Condeſcention, when they confi 


ſhew that She was Akgn xoour Nation. Beſides, | 


She had ſpent ſome part- of Her days in 2 + 


Country, where 'tis not the faſhion for the- 
Higheſt : 
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Higheſt Perſons to affect, much.,Diſtance ; but 
where they chuſe ro Converſe more upon a 
Level, with more Freedom ard Equality, than 
is uſual in the Courts of Monarchies : and 
by this Obliging: Ciwility of Hers,, She won 
' the Hearts of all the Conſiderable Families 
in the Provinces, and was almoſt Adored b 

the Common - People: And had there: not 
been ſome #nbappy Differences in this King- 
dom about her way of Coming to-.the 
Throne, which made ſome People ſtudy to 
be peeviſh and cenſorious, She had been U- 
aiverſally Admird, and would have wanted 
nothing but a longer Reign, to have equall'd 
Her, with the moſt Celebrated of all our 


Queens. 


Which will further appear, if in the 
IT* place, we conſider Her in Her continual 
Concern for,and Encouragement of the True 
Religion eſtabliſh'd amongſt us. 


Her Zeal for the good of the Church, and 
Her right Senſe and Judgment in Matters of 
Religion, were ſo well known to all the 

FP. Clergy 
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Clergy who were about Her, that She was 
the very Joy of. their Hearts,, the Encoura- 

er of. their Studies, and their continual Sup- 
port under all the Keproatbes of the Wicked. 


She Rord Herſelf with the beſt ite of 
good Books written in the way of PraGtica 
Diwinity, read them often in Her. Retire- 
ment, and. made. them part of Her Enter- 
tainment when She fate at work with: Her 
Maids of Honour ;. where there was conſtant 
Reading of Good Books, either of Hiſtory 
or Divinity, which they undertook by turns, 
one always Reading aloud to the reſt; and 
this they did to carry 'on a Conſtant Im- 
provement, to {upply their Thoughts with 

uſeful Knowledge or Meditation , and to pre- 
vent all unprofitable Diſcourſe. 


Now this is a Pattern for all our Ladies 
to imitate, that they may be able to give a 
good account of that. Time and Lezſure, 
which their plentiful Fortunes, and their 
fairer circumſtances of Life allow them : that 


thereby they may ſhut oue many Temptati- 
- oNs 
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ons to which they are otherwiſe moſt ex- 
poſed, furniſh their Minds with the beſt Ars 
uments of Diſcourſe, raiſe their Conver- 
Lion into more degrees of Wiſdom, and 
exchange their Cenſoriouſneſs of others for a 
more frequent Examination' of 'themſelves. 


'Tis to the Oneer that we owe many of 
thoſe Piexs Treatiſes which have been lately 
Publiſh'd amongſt us: And that multitude 
of plain, uſefal, and PraGiical Sermons , 
which She approv'd of , and caus'd to be 
Printed, are Her Gift to the Publick, 


It is hardly to be expreſs'd, with what 
Delight She came to Her Chapel! ; what At+ 
rention She gave to the Preacher, and what 
an Example of Serionſneſs She was, during 
the whole Service of the Church. 


She ſtir'd up ſuch an Holy Enmlation im all 
who appear'd before Her 1n the Palpit, that 
it is judicioufly concluded by many, that 
chere was no ſuch Preaching in the whole 
Wotld beſides, as at White-Hall ; and never 
ſuch in England beiore, I

I do not think that any of Her Sex, (and 
truly but few of oxurs) were able to make 
a better Judgment of thoſe Performances : 
She never was affected with fine ſayings, and 
flowers of Rhetorick;; with angry Controver- 
fie, or Spiritual Railing ; but where there 
was ſound Djwinity, ſolid Senſe, good Rules 
and DireCtons, plain Matter, an Vſeful Sub- 
Je&, and a vein of Holineſs that ran through- 
out ; there Her Approbation was ſure to fol- 
low; there She commended; and there, 
when. ſeaſonable, She placd Her Prefer- 


ments. 


Her Heart was wholly ſet upon Goodneſs ; 
and all who were Her Favourites, came to 
"that Honour under the CharaSer of Good 
and Piows, We may ſoon know where 
Her Heart was, 4f in the oo 

IR* place, we contemplate Her in, the con- 


_ flanm prattiſe of Her own Devotion. 


Dewotion is'ufually Iook't upon as the ſoft- 


eft and' moſt delicate exerciſe of 'Religion 3 
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where the Aﬀections may have an innocent En- 
largement ; and the Soul may ſafely diſplay ic 
ſelf in all the Ardours of Divine Love. 


Upon this account all prous Ladies have 
laid an eſpecially claim to Dewotion, as their 
peculiar Province : and tho they have yield- 
ed tro Men in other parts of Religion, . where 
greater ſirength of Reaſoning is requir'd ; yet 
"1 this more AfﬀeSionate part, they have al- 
ways ſtudied, or pretended to Excel. 


Let this be granted : But thn cond der a- 
gain, how common and how dangerous the 
Miſcarriages are in thoſe warmer Elevations of 
the Soul ; where the AfeSGions, which are fo 
apt to Inflame, are moſt unfit to Guide ® for 
how eaſe is the paſlage from earneſt Devott- 
on, to Heats of Extbufiaſm , or to weakneſles 
of Superſtition ® How ready are the Humonrs 
of the Body to mingle with the Ferwours of 
the Mind, and to Taint the Sacrifie ? nay, how 
often are the Zealousdeceiv'd with falſe ways 
of Worſbip ? and having a ſtrange Impetus of 
Praying upon them, are DircCing it to eve- 


| 
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ry ObxR, that an Ideolatrous Cuſtom ſhall ſet 
before them ?' and laſtly, How often does it 
happen, that they, who' are oſt eager in 
Raiſing their Afﬀe&ons in their Cloſets, do- 
make ſad work with their Paſſions in their 
Families, © long time after? Whereas I can 
fay this for the Queen's Devotion, that it was 
the moſt 7adicious, the beft Temper d, and 
the moſt Conftarit , that T ever obſerv'd in 
any of Her Sex. 


She addre(s'd Her ſelf to God in a moſt 
Humble and Aweful Manner, without any 
AﬀeGCation of odd Motions,Geſtures,or Voice : 
She uſually cover'd Her Face to keep Her 
Attention fix'd, and to prevent the Wander- 
ing of Her Thoughts : ' She always ſeem'd: to 
be deeply affected with a due ſenſe of the 
Divine Majeſty, and of the great Duty She 
was about : bat being of a very Even Tem- 
per, She was not ſubje& to much Tranſport 
en one hand , or to: much coldneſs on the 
other ; but ſeem'd to keep up an Equal Con- 
cern, a Continual fire in Her Heart without 


much Flame, from the beginning to the _ 
0 
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of Her Devotion. In which, Her Conflancy, 
- was very remarkable, which I am ſure is the 
be$t fign of a ſolid piety : whatever Buſineſs 
She had, (which was oftentimes very preſ- 
ſing and weighty in the abſence of the King) 
She would never miſs Her ſolemn prayers - 
and if upon the account of ſome neceſſary 
- avocations She found the time would be un- 
ſeaſonable for Her Cheplains to attend ; (ſuch 
was Her Goodneſs and Condeſcention to the 
meaneſt of Her Servants ) She would dil- 
mi them ; and have-preyers ſaid in Her own 
Chamber by the Clerk of Her Cloſet, who was 
always ready to affiſt Her Devotion. 


She never miſsd to Communicate every 
Month in Her Chapel; and Her preparation 
was generally enter = with ſome ftrict- 
nels almoſt a Week before : and thoſe Tnne- 
cent Diverſions, which Her Station call d for, 
and the ExpeQaation of the Court requird, 
and fome joyful Occaſions made feaſonable ; 
She always, as'far as Jay in Her power, fo 
order'd and contrivd ; 'that they might be 
. at the greateſt diſtance from Her more ſcri- 
* ous 
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ous*times ; and pive the leaſt diſturbance to 
the Dewottonal frame of Her Soul. 


Thus She kept up a Continual Intercourſe 
with Heaven ; Her Lamp was always Burn- 
ing, always Bright ; and She had but little 
to do when God was pleas d to Confine Her 
to Her Bed of Sickneſs : Reſignation and 
Submiſſion was Her "whole Duty then , and 
with that She meekly comply' 4 


' When the Art and Skill of the Phyſicians 
faild, and Her Death might be eaſily read 
in the Concern of all who were about Her ; 
She alone was not furpriz'd; She had a God 
at hand whom She had faithfully lervd ; and 
She was well prepar'd to commit Her Spirit 
to him, and to refign Her Earthly Throne, 
for a ſhare in the Everlaſting Kingdom. 


Thus She has had but a ſhort Reign amongſt 
us, and that mix'd with Cares, attended with 
ſome hard Circumſtances, being often over- 
clouded with the ſad apprehenfjons of what 
might befall Her Royal Hnsband, who was 
call'd 
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call'd from Her every Summer , by the Ne- 
ceſſities of a Forreign War : who has eſcapd_ 
many Dangers abroad , to meet with ſome- 
thing 2zore Terrible at Mans-s for He, who 
could have met His own Death in the field, 
with the cleareſt Courage and the irmeſt 
Reſolution, could not part with His Deareſt 
' Qzeen, without the Expreſſions of that Ter- 
derneſs of Soul, which - only True _—__ 


Lowe could make, and muſt Excuſe. 


She is gone from us in the midſt of Her 
Age, when we might have expected the In- 
fluence of Her Publick, piety for many years, : 
and when we moſt wanted 1t too. 


Thus our S## went down as at Nooz, .and 
our Earth was Darkned in the midſt of a. 
ckar Day; and when we had Jain in Provi- 
ſions to make this Seaſon chearful, our Feafts 
were ſuddenly turn'd into Monrning, 


As to the Piozs and Charitable Aftions u- 


ſual at 3s Time, no Affiictions can make 
Them 
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Them unfeaſonable; they rather call for 
ore of ſuch good aftions; but as to the 
Feaſting and Friflling part, that feems the 
leſs proper, under ſo Great and ſo Publick 
a loſs, 


We have now in the ſpace of a Month or 
thereabouts, been bereavd of Two of the 
greateſt Encouragers of Solid Piety in their 
ſeveral ways, that this Age hath for a long 
time produc'd ! and what Serious Chriſtians 
can be fond of life, when ſo much Goodneſs 
and Vertye are departed from us, and ſo 
much Iniquity abounds? For how do the 
Men of Natural parts favour Atheiſm, or 
the Blaſphenvies of Socinus * How do mul- 
titudes of the young of both Sexes give 
themſelves up to all manner of Uncleannels ! 
How Inemperate and Riorous are ſome ! 
How Worldlp and - Coverous 'are others! 
How Factious and Malicious are many, who 
paſs for ſober People ! How: few: are Traly 
 Dewont, Lovers of God, and: of H#;/com, ated 
with a Spirit of Zeal and Diſcretion 2: © 


D When 
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' - When God Almighty makes up His Few- 
els in haſte, and takes away His Choſen Veſ- 
fels fo ſuddenly; it is a Terrible ſign, that 
He intends to bring ſome great Evil UPON us : 
for when ſuch Supports are remov'd, what 
ſhall hinder rhe Overflowings of Ungodli- 
neſs? and when once a Torrent of Sin 
breaks in upon us, it wi] be {ſoon follow'd 
by a Deluge of Judgments. 


| The Beſt uſe we can make of fuch ſevere 
Diſpenſations, 1s to turn nmmediate]ly from 
our Sins ; to betake our {c]ves to the Strong 
holds of Religion; to Imitate the Vercues 
of thoſe, whoſe Departure we deplore ;. and 
ro admire God, and. Adore Him in all His 
proceedings. 


We were certainly moſt Happy m a Queer, 
who was an Ornament and Bleſling to. this 
Kingdom : who made ſuch a ſtep to fave 
a Sinking Nation, as Her Tenderneſs ſhrunk 
from, but Her Wiſdom and Conſcience ſaw 
Neceſſary ta make: And tho' She has been 
Cenſur'd in the opinion of ſome, whole Judg- 
ments 
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ments have been fray , ea by a Falſe 
pity,or by Miſtaken principles of Government ; 
yet all who could conſider wiſely , did not 
only acquit, but applaud Her ; and all who 
Truly favour'd Vertue, and truly Knew Her, 
Lowvd Her. 


it She had any Real Enemies, they were” 
the Wicked and the Prophane, whom She 
would never Countenance, however Power- 
ful and Great : and 'tis no wonder , if they, 
who dare to Blaſpheme even God Himſelf, 
'The Fountain of all Goodneſs ; ſhould like- 
wile endeavour to Defame the Beſt Created 
Lowelineſs : who was Kind to all , who had 
any Merit, and not willing to offend. thoſe 
who had None , who endeavour'd to make all 
about Her as Vertuous, and thereby as Love- 
ly as Her ſelf ; and who was always ready to 
place Her Diſtinguiſhing favours, where God 
'had given any ſingular Grace. 


I find T am entring into Her Charader a- 
gain; But tho' it be a moſt Engaging "_ 
I muſt now try to refrain, 
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 Perbaps I may be thought too forward in 
meddling at all with ſo Great a Subject, but 
truly, I was of opinion, thac any other at 
this Time, would hardly have gone down ; 
and that the Publick Concern had indiſposd 
my Auditory for any Common Diſcourſe : I 
was alſo perſwaded, that I might recommend 
Piety with ſome advantage to you, under fo 
Eminent, and fo AﬀeSiing an Example. 


I have now another Conſideration to lay | 
before you , which is a General Contribution, . 
co Be gather d from your reſpective Dwel- 
lings, for the preſent Relief of the Poor ; 
recommended to us by Royal Amtbority : 
where our King not only calls upon us to be 
Charitable, but goes before us mm this Duty, 
and ſets a Pattern for us to follow, 


' You are Fxhorted to Relieve thoſe who 
are of the ſame Houſhold of Faith , who 
live in the ſame City with you, who are Di- 
ftingniſh'd from you only by their Miſery : 
who ſuffer, net for want of Induſtry, but 
by reaſon of a Deadneſs of Trade ; and whoſe 
Poverty, 
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Poverty, is not. their Sin,but theie Culeatiey. 


It muſt be confeſs that Uncharitableneſs, 
as it relates to the relieving of the Diftreſs'd, 
is none of our National Sins : for our Nation. 
has been madea SanFrary for Exiles, and we 
have largely contributed-'to - the Support of 
our perſecuted Bretbren, who have fled to us 
from all Quarters : ' But that ſhould not hin- 
der us: from being -Kind to' our. own Poor : 
even they ſuffer for their Religion toq , tho 
they keep their Dwellings : for whilſt we la» 
bour under a necefficy of War, there are ma- 
ny hardſhips and loſſes; which::mnuſd neceſla- 
rily fall heavy upon many particular Families: 
but whilft we are able to leſſen the Afﬀiicti- 
ons of others by an ealie Coneribarig, let us 
not be backward j in Well doing,<” | 


Fhere is ſome hope zi that God mill Gil 
Support us. under all our Calamitics, becauſe 
there is (o much of che. true. Spicic of-Chrifit 
an Charity remaining ſtill amongſt us : -but if 
this Fountain ſhould once dry up, I. fear, we 
ſhould ſcarce have any ather JOY Vertiee 
left, to plead our Cans with God: +  .;

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He therefore, -who ' has an Abundance, 
let him give .plentifully; He who, has bur 
little, ler .bim - give without di ſtruſt, or fear 
of wanting ; for the Eſpecial Providence of 
God will not fail co make a ſuitable return. 


: Complain not of the Difficulty of che Times, 
when God allows you many Enjoyments, and
